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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 2-10, 12-20, 22-30, 32-40, 42-50, 52-60, 61-66 are currently pending in 
the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 27-30, 52-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 27, 57 appear to be a computer-readable medium, however, the claims 
have method steps. Therefore, it is not clear what is being claimed by the applicant, is it 
"A method" or "A computer-readable medium". 

3. Claims 22-26, 28-30, 52-56,58-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, second 
paragraph because the claims are dependent upon rejected base claims 27, 57. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-10, 12-20, 22-40, 42-50, 61-66 are allowed over prior art. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggests in combination receiving a second 
message from said second server that said second server is prepared to communicate 
with said electronic device, said second server transmitting a third message to said data 
source notifying said data source to transmit at least a portion of said data to said 
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second server, and said data source transmitting at least a portion of said data to said 
second server; and said first server stopping transmission of said data.
